lie overlooked, that to a manufacturing and 
commercial country, such aa Great Britain, 
colon let ought to be contemplated in a com- 
mercial point nf view is much, If not more, 
than in any other. They may furnish 
troops and revenue to the mather-oouiitrr, 
or the latter may, to 1 greater or Leas 
extent, furnish these to her colonics. But 
it mult be a short lighted policy that ii 
confined merely to the strengthening of 
the empire by military station! t and if a 
colony can he of no mora service than to 
furnish troops, it becomes a pjreve question 
in political economy to what extent or 
upon what principles inch colonies can 
ba or ought to be maintiinad. As 
ragardi revenue, no colony ean supply, or 
it lent continue to tupply, revenue to the 
mother country, Except by meant of its 
trade and commerce. Some countries 
afford greater facilities for engaging in trade 
ind commerce than other*. Great Britain 
enjoyi peculiar advantages in thia respect,
